The culprits were led out at half-past nine 
o’clock, attended by Father Orfle, who^e lalthtul 
ministratioDB never ceased. The reading of tne 
death w arrants and the dying speeches ol the con­ 
dem ned occupied a mil hour.

THE DROP FELL, 
and the shriek th at rose slm nltaneonsly Irom the 
crowd startled some horses and produced a panic. 
The arm ed guard broke and ran, and it was with 
difficulty th at the Sheriff restored order. 
In half an hoar Dr. Ford, the parish physician, 
prononncea all the m en dead. 
Most of them died 
alm ost Withont a visible straggle. 
AU tbe best 
citizens, white and black, co-operated In en orclng 
the law in this ease. There being no w nite league 
In the Lafourche district, but on f e contrary the 
m ost harmonious relations betw een labor an a cap­ 
ital, and the prom ise of abundant crops, there was 
no m ism anagem ent or disturbance.

the prospects and bllgut the family of one of the 
most brilliant and prom ising ol the rising men of 
the general.on.

For nearly four years I have labored m ost assidn- 
ousiy to save both of these men irom the conse- 
guence* ol their acts, w hether of unwisdom or 
passion—acts which have already seriously In­ 
volved them in a needless and disastrous qnarrel. 
Which IS made tne p retex t of pouring on m e com­ 
munity a flood of im purity and scandal deeply 
aflecung m eir own families, and threatening like 
a whirlpool, if not stifled, to draw into u s vortex 
the peace of mind and go id repute of a host of 
others. More than all. 1 saw that, because of the 
‘•transgression of another.” innocent children 
wonld be burdened with a load of obloquy which 
would weigh m ost heavily and cruelly on their 
yonng lives.

Sa.vs he, “This will kill m e,” and 
asked me to walk oat with him. 1 did so, and we 
walked to Mr. Tilton’s honse together, and he 
w ent in. Un the way he said, “ n u s is a terrible 
catastro p h e; it comes upon me as If struck by 
lightning.” 
He went Into Tilton’s honse and I reiom ed 
home. Within an hour he retu rn ed to m y boose, 
and we left my iiou.se again together and 1 walked 
with him to nls house. Tilton rem ained a t my 
honse while Beecher was absent at 'n ito n ’s honse. 
and when he retu rn ed there was no conversation 
between them. When we arrived a t Beecher's 
honse he wanted me to stand by him In this 
emergency, and procnre a reconctllatton if pos­ 
sible. 1 told him 1 would, because the Interests of 
women, children and families were Involved, If 
J o r no other reason. That ended th e interview 
th a t night. During this evening nothing was said 
by Beecher as to the tru th or tolsity ot Mrs. 
Tilton’s confession, Bor did he Inform me th at he 
had obtained from h er any recantation of the 
coniession, Which I alterw ards learned be bad 
done. 
I returned to my house and bad some conversa­ 
tion with 'niton. In which he told me th at he had 
recited to Beecher the details of the confessloa of 
his wife’s adulteries, and the rem ark which Beecher 
m ade was. ‘This is aU a dream , Theodore,” and

About February, 1870, at a long interview at Mr. 
Freeland’s house, for the purpose of having a full 
and flnal reconciliation betw een 
Bowen 
and 
Beecher. Mr. Bowen stated bis grievances, which 
were oil eitn er of a business nature or of my treat- 
m ent of him peraoruMy (as per mem orandum in 
writing). 
Alter hours of conference everything was ad- ! 
Justed. M e shook bands. We pledged each ocher j 
o ther to work tienceiorth w ithout Jar or break.

said to h im :-“ Mr. Bowen, 11 you hear anything of i 
me not m accordance wiih this ag rjem en t ol bar- i 
m o n y d o n o tle tlt rest. Come straig h t to me at 
once, and 1 will do tne same by you.

He agreed. In the lecture room i stated th at aU I 
our dltlerencea were over, and th at we were i 
iriendfl again. 
This public recognition he was i 
present and heard, and expressed himself as 1 
greatly pleased with. It was alter all tins th at I ; 
asked Mr. Htjward to help me carry out this recon­ 
ciliation, and to call on Mr. Bowen and to remove 
the little differences between them. 
Mr. Howard called, expressed ins gratification. 
Then it was th at w ithout any provocation he 
(Mr. Boweu) told Mr. Howard ihai this reconcilia­ 
tion did not include one m atter, tb a t he (Bowen) 
‘•knew that about Mr. Beecher which If he should 
speak it would orive Mr. Beecher out of Brooklyn.” 
Mr. Howard protested with horror againat sucn a 
statem ent, s a y in g :-“Mr. Bowen this is terrible. 
No m an. should make such a statem ent uolesa he 
baa the m ost absolnte evidence.” To this Mr. 
Bowen replied th at he had this evidence, aud said, 
pointedly, th at he (Howard) m ight go to Mr. 
Beecher, and that Mr. Bej‘cher would never give

Mr. Bowen at no time had ever made known to 
Mr. Beecher w hat this secret was, and the hints 
which Mr. Beecher had had of it led him ro tliiuk 
it was another matter, and not the slander which 
he now finds it to be. 
In th at interview Beecher was very earnest in 
bia expresHlon of regret a t what had been done 
against Tilton in rolatiou to bis business cunnec- 
rlon with Bowen, and besought me to do every­ 
thing I could lo save him Irom the destructton 
which would come npou him If the story of bis 
(Beecher's) intercourse with Mrs. Tilum should 
be divulged. In compliance with the directions 
of Beecher.

I lound him writing the letter to Bowen 
of th at date, which I have oeiore produced, 
m arked “ B.” He toid me also or the contracts he 
bad with Bowen with a penalty, when he lelt 
tha rndependent to be editor ol the Brooklyn 
Union and special contributor to the inOepenOent 
a t a salary of Jiioo per week, with another salary 
ot equal am ount for hts editorship of the Brooklyn 
Union and a portion of the profits.

Htetement of Mr. Frank Moulton, 
which he originally intended for presentation 
to the committee of investigation charged 
with the inquiry 
into the Beecher-Tilton 
scandal, and which was suppressed at the last 
moment, is published this mommg. 
It beara 
no iuterual indications of being anything 
else than it pretends to be, and we think it 
may be accepted as the evidence upon knowl­ 
edge of the most important witness in the 
case. 
That the testimony was prepared pre­ 
vious to Mr. Beecher’s statement is an im­ 
portant point in determining the credibility 
of 
the 
witness 
and 
the 
weight 
of 
the evidence, 
for it is 
thus free from 
all imfintation of pussiou. 
Had the state­ 
ment 
been 
prepared 
under 
the 
heat 
and excitement occasioned by Mr. Beecher’s 
charges of blackmail—charges which it was 
imjKHJaible for Mr. Moulton to overlook—it 
would thereby have been materially weak­ 
ened. 
As nothing but the (ruth is to be 
sought for in this case, and as Moulton’s 
b r dibility is the test 
by which Tilton’s 
charges are to be tried, it will be seen how 
very important is the lact that the statement 
wa.s prepared before a new element ol hatred 
and ill will had been introductnl into the con­ 
troversy. 
With these premises clearly under­ 
stood we can enter into an examination of the 
Htatciueut in order to ascertain if Mr. Moulton 
lia.s settled the point at i.ssue. 
Every reader who nndertakes the study of 
Mr. Moulton’s statement this morning will ex­ 
amine it with a single question in his mind— 
Does it establish the guüt of Mr. Bdecher ? If 
Moulton is to be believed the truth of the 
charges is unquestionable. 
The new element 
in the case, then, is Moulton’s credibility, and 
upon this the whole issue turns. 
But before 
we seek more fully to satisfy ourselves on this 
}M)int it is necessary to ascertain exactly what 
Mr. Moulton’s testimony, assuming it to be 
worthy of credit, proves. 
It will be remem­ 
bered that in the earlier stages of the case it 
was apparent that the testimony of both Mr. 
and Mrs. Tilton would have to be ruled out 
altogether. This lelt only Mr. Beecher’s let.ters 
to be explained. 
These letters were singu­ 
larly extravagant in tone and seemed to point 
to some very grave offence. 
Mr. Beecher’s 
words were full of wild desiiair, and the 
rugged edges of life were to him so rough 
that he gave frequent tnrebodiugs of sudden 
death. 
He often kissed the hand that struck 
him, and to Moulton, whom he acknowledged 
as the man by whose endeavors the most ter­ 
rible blow of all had been averted, he wrote 
epistles of the most passiouate gratitude. 
Macaulay’s picture of John Bunyan writhing 
under the conviction of sin in the extreme 
agonies of a vivid imagination was not more 
terriblft than Mr. Beecher’s condition as he 
paints 
it 
himself. 
When Mr. 
Beecher 
undertook 
to 
explain 
the

wretchedness 
he 
had

often 
acknowledged in such extravagant phrase­ 
ology the 
circumstances to 
irhich these 
outbursts were attributed were found to be so 
trivial that the expressions of contrition bor­ 
dered on burlesque. 
It required an effort of 
the will to believe that it was nothing more 
than some bad advice that hawl occasioned all 
this misery, contrition and apology. 
The 
letters seemed to require a different explana­ 
tion before it could be accepted as satisfactory. 
Their true meaning remained as much in 
doubt as before, and there was only one man 
who was in a position to unravel the mystery. 
That man was Frank Moulton. 
This man is 
the only real witness in the case, and be has 
now told us exactly what was the offence with 
which Mr. Beecher was charged and to which 
be referred in his letters—it was adultery. 
On this point Mr. Moulton’s testimony is 
proof unless it is shown that be is unworthy 
of belief. 
“At that interview,’’ says Moulton, 
speakin’g of the occasion when he demanded 
and obtained Mrs. Tilton’s retraction from 
Mr. Beecher, “he admitted, with grief and 
sorrow, the fact of his sexual relations with 
Mrs. Tilton, expressed some indignation that 
she had not told him that she had told her 
husband, and that in consequence of being in 
ignorance of that fact be bad been walking 
upon a volcano—referring to what he had 
done in connection with Bowen and with 
reference to 
Tilton’s 
family.’’ 
Moulton 
is equally explicit with regard to the famous 
letter of contrition. 
“ This, ” he says, “ was 
intrusted to me in confidence, to be shown 
only to Tilton, which 1 did. 
It had reference 
to no other fact or act than the conliession of 
sexual intercourse between Beecher and Mrs. 
Tilton, which he at that interview confessed, 
and denied not, but confessed.” Mr. Beecher 
has given us one version of the way in which 
that letter was prepared; Mr. Moulton gives 
us another. 
According to Beecher, it was 
memoranda of no very grave import; accord­ 
ing to Moulton, it was dictation referring 
solely 
to Mr. 
Beecher's 
acts of 
adul­ 
tery with Mrs. Tilton. I ’here is a discrepancy 
here, but the words admitted to be in Mr. 
Beecher's handwriting, “I have trusted this to 
Moulton in confidence,” seem to sustain Moul­ 
ton’s declarations on this point. 
Strangely 
enough a letter is printed from Samuel Wil- 
kesou corroborating Moulton on the more 
material point—the nature of the offence. 
Wilkesfin appears to have been a sort of 
unfrocked Jesse Rural in the case. 
He it was 
who made Mr. Beecher ridicalou.s by saying 
if the truth came out “it would knock the 
‘Life of Christ’ higher than a kite.” 
He 
it was also who published the "tripartite 
covenant" and so opened the old wounds 
anew. 
It is not to be wondered at that such 
an injudicious friend should write to Moul­ 
ton, “Let Theodore pass into your hand the 
written apology which he holds for the im­ 
proper advances, and do you pass it into the 
flames of the friendly fire in your room of 
reconcihatiou.’’ This, it strikes us, is all that 
is vital in Mr. Moulton’s statement. 
The rest 
is part of the res gesia, as the lawyers say, and 
goes to sustain the credibility of the witness. 
Moulton’s credibility is the only point left in 
the controversy, and Mr. Beecher must be re­ 
garded as guilty unless Moulton’s reputation 
for veracity can be successfully impeached. 
As a matter of course, if Moulton and Tilton 
have been blackmailing Mr. Beecher, the 
whole story falls to pieces. 
But the black­ 
mailing most be proved. 
The mere payment 
of money by Mr. Beecher will not be sufficient 
to discredit Moulton, for Beecher says it was 
long after the money was paid that be began 
to regard it as blackmail.

The extreme mockery ol republicanism is 
found in South Carolina to-day under negro 
rule. 
'The vivid account of the riots in 
Georgetown which our correspoudent gives 
to-day is not exaggerated, for no writer could 
adequately describe the fearful condition of 
that society. 
The white men who have led the 
negroes into these excesses remind us of those 
pirates who become chiefs of African tribes, 
and in order to maintain their authority are 
compelled to be more brutal than the savages 
they command. 
The negroes themselves re­ 
semble gorillas who have been elected to the 
Legislature 
more 
than 
ordinary 
human 
beings. 
The story of this horrible orgie 
which has been' held in a county cut off from 
oommuuication with the rest of the State is 
grotesque even in its terrors. 
The rivalry 
between the negro Senator Jones and the 
negro Senator Bowley burlesques the conflict 
between Brooks and Baxter. 
So moukeys, 
which have seen a barber shop, butcher each 
other in the vain attempt to shave. 
Senator 
Jones calls out the militia and Bowley organ­ 
izes an army. 
Bowley bombards Jones’ house 
all night with sixteen-shooters. 
Jones barri­ 
cades himself with legislative reports, made 
ballet proof by negro speeches. 
The militia 
drive the troops of Bowley out of town, and 
then 
Jones 
besieges 
Bowley. 
Bowley 
takes 
refuge 
(where 
he 
ought 
to 
be 
now) 
in 
jail. 
Jones 
threatens 
to bum the town in order to make a confla­ 
gration of Bowley’s house, like the Chinese, 
who, when they vranted roast pig, set fire 
to the sty. 
Thus the hideous work goes ou 
night and day, men, women and children en­ 
gaged in bloody war ; aud the result would 
have been still more terrible had not a United 
States revenue cutter from Charleston steamed 
up to the town one fine day, and, with three 
oaanon and thirty men, frightened the con­ 
tending armies into the swamps aud woods.

Few problems more deeply concern 
mankind in general than that for determining 
the exact position of a snip at sea, aud 
errors, apparently iusignificint, in detorinin- 
ing a ship’s longitude lead, to the most disas­ 
trous consequences. 
In the practical solution of this last uam id 
problem the moon and stars', 
when their 
motions and positions are accurately ascer­ 
tained, servo the purposes of the minute and 
second hands of a gigantio celestial clock. 
The greatest nicety in ascertaining the time 
requisite on the vessel at sea is obvious, wheu 
we reflect that an error of half a minute in 
longitude puts the navigator four or five miles 
avray from the point at which he supposes 
himself to be, and such an error is sufficient 
to cast him on many a dangerous coast 
The 
difficulty of approaching shore in decnrity and 
confidence has never yet been surmounted by 
nautical science, and never will be until 
mi^aus are devised for determining exactly the 
true time. 
To show the value of such exact­ 
ness it is only necessary to recur to a cele­ 
brated incident in the history of the Great 
Eastern. 
On one occasion, wheu laying 
the

cable, 
and 
when, 
of 
course, in telegraphic communication with 
Valentía, 
her captain 
wished 
to search 
for a buoy, which had been anchored at a par­ 
ticular spot kuown to him. 
He was then re­ 
ceiving by the cable be was payiug out the 
true Greenwich time to within a second, aud 
gave directions for finding the buoy accord­ 
ingly. 
At the calculated time wheu be ex­ 
pected to reach the spot sought for, aud was 
going on deck hoping to sight the object of 
his search, the ship's side was struck by the 
buoy, showing how perfectly the true time 
flashed to him from Valentía had rendered 
bis reckoning. 
If the lunar tables in nautical almanacs 
were absolutely correct the observer, by watch­ 
ing the instant the moon comes to the posi­ 
tion of a star, and knowing the exact Green­ 
wich time at which she reaches that position, 
receives an intimation of absolute time. Were 
the tables of the moon, by which the mariner 
computes his position, absolutely perfect (as 
they are in fact by no means perfect), be 
could use the earth’s swiftly revolving sat­ 
ellite as a huge chronometer, visible from 
every part of the navigable oceans. 
As, how­ 
ever, the lunar motions are irregular, owing 
to the enormous disturbing attraction of the 
sun, and as these irregularities cannot be fixed 
till the son’s distance is determined, the forth­ 
coming transit observations are essential and 
WÜ1 be looked for eagerly by nautical philoso­ 
phers. 
Arrangements have been made for observing 
the transit of Venus from about seventy-five 
stations. 
But although the great event occurs 
on the 8th of December, 1874, it will probably 
be late in 1875 before the grand result au- 
nounoing the sun’s distance can be reached. 
Many of the observers will remain at their 
respective stations for three moutb.s to perfect 
their oomputatious of longitude. 
We may ex­ 
pect this large band of scientists to bring 
home with them rich harvests of knowledge 
from the varied scenes of their labors.

Whethej mis Is or Is 
not so, tne friends of captain Payne, as well as 
Colonel Mosby, declared tbat no state law will 
come between them and their avowed Intention 
to flglit. TUey ftre likely In this, however, to be 
disappointed, as the authorities do not obligingly 
close their eyes upon their movements.

ADDRESS OF THE R'PDBLICANS.

The 
first ordtnauce suspenda the present registration 
taw of the State; the second, In view of probable 
repudiation, enjoins tbe Land Commissioners 
from receiving anv more levee bonds in payment 
for State lands; tne third, which galls the Baxter- 
Itea the most, prohibits the Auditor irom farther 
Issuance of stale scrip: the fourth reduces 
the clerical force of the various State departments 
and the pay of the clerks, aud appropriates the 
greenback common school taua to pay the ex­ 
penses of runnlug the incidental expenses of the 
Convention. Many of the members were In favor 
of “appropriating” their own pay also. This un­ 
warrantable attempt to appropriate a sacred fund 
has called loriu 
A PROTEST, 
addressed to the Oonventloii by the Secretary ot 
State, who Is one of the trustees of the fund. War- 
rants have been issued by the Auditor on ac­ 
counts presented by officers of tbe Convention and 
the State Treasurer has very properly reiused to 
pay them. The Conveutloii has also been guilty of 
passing resolutions (these seem very necessary) 
inquiring how much Baxter’s army cost the State. 
The Baxterlies are disgusted with the Convention 
and now say they wish they would finish the con­ 
stitution aa soon as possible and get out 
01 the way. This morning’s Gazette advocates 
their speedy adjournmout. Though theConvenfiou 
have no right to decide how many cierks are ne­ 
cessary to manage the State government, the 
question Is one in which the people of tbe State 
are interested. There were—until tne Convention 
looked into the m atter—about half aa many more 
cierks employed in the state departments as there 
were when tne so-calied “corrupt radicals” were 
in power. The self-styled puiiats are imitating 
very closely the ACTS OP FRAUD 
with which they charge the repuollcan party 
with having been gulUy of. To give an example 
traordinary Legislature, called together by 
tne( 
Baxter during the late Arkansas war, auinorized 
the issuance of $300,000 of war bonds to pay the 
expense* of tho war.

A NEGRO FOSTER. 


B M ulatto Kills a Passenger on a Street Car in 
Augusta, Ga.—The M urderer Taken 
from Jail and Lynched. 


Augusta, August le, 1874. 
Last Saturday night this usuallv quiet olty was 
the theatre of one of the most tragic occurrences 
tnat has ever taken place in the limlu o.'the State. 
It threw tne community Into a state of tbe wildest 
ez(.’itement and even now an unsettled feeling 
prevails. 
About seven o’clock Saturday evening Captain 
A. F. Butler, agent of the South Carolina Railroad, 
got off a street oar. with lu.s wife, at a corner on 
one of the principal streets. A mulatto named 
Michael Murrel Jostled against the lady, and was 
expostnlated with by Captain Butler, who tuen 
tnined to walk off, wtth bis wife by his side. As he 
started Murrel deliberately 
P01.\rED A PI.«4T0L 
at him and fired. The ball struck Captain Bntler 
over the lelt eye and he lell, bleeding profusely. 
He was carried to lus residence, near by, and died 
aboni four hours afterwards. 
AS soon as Michael Murrel fired the shot he 
I Jumped irom tue platform ot the street car and 
: endeavored to escape. A county constable, how­ 
ever, who was standing by him on the car and 
saw him snoot captain Butler, threw hla arms 
' aronud him aud Held him until two policemen 
came up and took him In charge. 
Gabriel 
’ Murrel, a brother ot Michael, who was on the car 
I when the shooting was done, ran across tbe street, 
I out was halted oy a policeman, who shot him in 
I tne modtn, wounding nim sllgutly. botn men 
' were hurried to the guardhouse, but a rumor 
I being In circulation tuat a lorce was being organ­ 
ized lor tue purpose of 
I 
LYNCHING THE MURDERER 
I the Chief of Folice deemed it best to send tbe 
prisoners tojaU, where they were incarcerated in 
I separate ciHls. The excitement lu the oity over 
; the unprovoked murder raged high, and li waa 
! soon evident that tbe murderer would meet with 
I summary punishment, ijtern and determined men 
! met in couucil. and at éleveu o’clock about 3uu of 
' them, armed with Springfield rifles and bayonets, 
maiched to- the jail and demanded admittance. 
The jallsr was wltiioui a guard and, therefore, waa 
i compelled to obey the demand. 
The gate was 
i opened, when the crowd rushed lumultuously 
' into tbe buiidlDg. seized Gabriel Murrel, who at 
first was snpposed to be the m urderer ana carried 
; mm to the parade ground. The crowd, yelling 
I “Hang him '■ naug nim I” liaited under a lamppost 
aud prepared to lauuch the mulatto into eternity. 
I Tbe latter was cool and collected, protested bis In­ 
nocence and said, ‘ Gentlemen, you have 
{ 
TUB WRUNG MAN.” 
HIS fate, however, wooid have been soon sealed 
, bat lor tue efforts or a few men who persuaded the 
crowd to wait until the gnllt of the accused bad 
been positively ascertained. Miciiael Murrel. tbe 
real murderer, was then taken irom Jail, and the 
I two orothers were hurried to a lonely spot jnst 
outside the city limits. A jury was organized and 
a formal trial entered into. About one o’clock tbe 
! jury decided that Gabriel was the guUty party and 
i 80 stated. The crowd, however, cried “Hang them 


I botn I Hang them both!” and this would most c*r- 
; talnly have been done but for the efforts of a 
I uamber of armed men wno formed a line across 


I the road and threatened to bayonet any one who 
, should attem pt to advance upon the prisoner. 
This enraged the excited crowd to such au extent 
I that many called out “Turit the negroes 
! loose and hang the committee.” A number 
' or similar threats were uttered fast aud thick. 
; Apprehensive that a rush would be made, the 
: committee or Jury sent Michael Murrell under 
, escort, and by a circuitons route, back to iall and 
retained Gabriel, who had beeu adjudged guilty, 
i Gabriel was then notified that he had but lifteeu 
I minutes to live. He was still periectiy collected 
' and asserted ms entire innooeoce. He requested 
' that hla body be turned over to hla lamlly 
I and expressed some other w.shes in regard to the 
I disposition of his affairs. In the meantime, how- 
ever, a gentleman who was not satisfied with the 
verdict hurried into the city and hunted up the 
constable who had first seized the murderer. As 
I soon as he found this party the two hurried hack 
to the spot Where the crowd was assembled. The 
constable was conironted with the condemned 
man aud immediately declared that he was 
I 
NOT THE MUKOBREB. 
This positive declaration created intense excite- 
. menu A party of the more conservative mem- I 
bers of tbe crowd surrounded Uaoriel and marched 
with him at a double quick to Police HeaUquar- , 
ters, Where he waa placed under the protec- | 
tlon of the police. The remainder of the excited , 
crowd rushed precipitately to the Jail, again I 
: took out Michael Muriei and started with mm 
across the parade ground. At a quarter-past two 
o’clock, ju«t us the crowd of nearly frantic men | 
reached a corner of the parade ground, the alarm 
I of fire was sounded and 
a bright blaze > 
waa seen to dare np lu tbe very heart of i 
the city. 
The cry 
was at once raised i 
that tho negroes were setting fire to the city. I 
Michael Murrel was thereupon made to kneel, a I 
line of men with loaded pistols and rifles was !

As ho fell he was heard to cry, “My God ! white 
. men, what aie you doingt” Uls body was leit

Au uneasy leeling prevailed tn tbe city during 
Sunday. The body ol M ichacl^urrell was taken 
irum the parade ground and buried, alter an In- 
> quest had been held and a veruict returned oy 
' lue Jury that tbe deceased came to his 
, death from gunshot wouuds Inflicted by parties 
unknown. 8unday night, a rumor prevailing tbat 
I Gabriel Murrel was to be taken from Jail and 
' lynched, detachments irom the military compa­ 
nies were ordered out and placed on guard at the 
lail, but no demonstration occurred during the 
night. The city Is now quiet. 
Tiie negroes generally seem to approve of the 
kliliug of Michael Murrel as deserved retrlouClon.

The vessel arrived Irom Bos­ 
ton between six and seven o’clock S aturday even-, 
ing, and alter casting anchor tw o of the sailors cam e 
ashore and visited • ihe Police H eadquarters. Ih e 
spokesman, Frank Parm eno, s u te d that, on tbe 
night ol the U tb or March, a Spaniard nam ed An- 
tone Spanlole was ordered aloit by the m ate. The 
man was sick, suffering from swollen legs and leet 
irom tbe effects of salt w ater and cold w eather, 
out endeavored to comply w ith the order. His p ro ­ 
gress was exceedingly slow, and caused the m ate 
(0 issue a volley of oaths and urge him to pi oceed 
with greater speetT. The m ate’s rem arks having 
lltue 
or no effect 
Indnced him to go aloft 
and urge the seaman on. 
When ho reached the 
man he began to push him violently, at tbe same 
time applying obscene epithetA 
He contln'uoa 
this violent treatm en t until the m an finally lost 
hiB bold, and, fSUing upon the captain’s cabin, was 
instantly killed. Farm eno lu rtu er alleges th at

Georgetown, the eceoe of the recent riots among 
the negroes, is one of the negro centres of Sonih 
Carolina. 
It is on the northeastern coast of the 
State, honlers on the Atlantic Ocean and is en- 
Urely ent off from the rest of the world by the 
absence of anything like a railroad or telegraph 
wire. The nearest railroad depot to the coanty 
seat, the scene of the rioting, is flity miles, and the 
place can only he reached by means oi su p es or 
by water. One steamer leaves Charleston e v ery 
week for Oeorgei wn. 
The popnlatlon of the i 
county consists of 2.773 w hites and 13,388 n e g ro e s ; 
th at of the town is made up of 74S whites and j 
X rti negroes. The great preponderance of the 
negro population may be accounted lor by the fact 
that Georgetown is the great nee grow mg region 
of toe Carolinas and only negroes can Uve on rice 
punutlons.

•me not was the result of the peculiar teachings 
of the political leaders of the negroes, and has so 
far been conllued entirely to the wards of the 
nauon. There are very few white repubbcuu in 
the connty, and these are 
made to take back 
seats in the distribution of political profits and 
honors. The opposing factions are led respect­ 
ively by Jones and Bowley, two negroes, both 
members of the Stale Legislature and both for­ 
eign negroes. 
W. H. Jones is a short, sharp 
negro, who < ame to the sia te at the close of the 
war wlthont a shirt to his back. 
He is now 
State Senator, is worth 
about 
$100,000 
and 
commands the militia in tus coanty. James A. 
Bowley is also a Northern negro, who ••immi­ 
grated” at the close oi the w ar w ithout a dollar 
in hiB pocket, and who is worth now not less than 
$200,000. The legitimate salaries oi these two 
gentlemen are just $600 each per annum, and they 
have each been serving the State about six years. 
When the 
t’ASTASS FOR THE COMING STATE ELECTION 
Dpened both of these worthies were anxious to 
control tne votes of their coanty. and they at once 
went to work to secure the desired end. In this 
s u te to canvass means to go out on the planta- 
Uons with the unletured negroes and hold mid- 
alght orgies with them under the guise of religious 
prayer meetings. Severa, times in the progress of 
the canvass the Jonesites and Bowleyiies met, and 
as often was there a real plantation fight.

tion arrived the negro

women (for in this S u te the women join in the 
hustings, and not only vote, but fight like devils

This property, aa is well 
known, adjoins the road leading to and Irom tho 
Tompkinsviiie ferry, and is bounded on the north 
side by tbe Governm ent Lighthouse Dock and 
ru n s back to Stuyvesani avenne, covering an area 
of tw enty acres. Tne bulkhead, or w ater front, la 
1,000 leet In length. 
From this four piers, 65 leet 
wide and 400 teel long, have been built, with a 
space betw een each of 178 leet. The depth of 
w ater a t the bulkhead a t low tide Is 17 leet and a t 
the pier heads 30 leet, being all th at is aesired ha 
this regard. 
THE WAREHOUSES 
U la proposed to bntld a t ouce are four In pnm ber: 
tw o are already la course ol construction an a 
nearly flnished, while the lonudations lor th$ 
other.* are already laid. Each of tbhse storehoosea 
IS 195 leet wide oy 'il'J leet deep, and capable ot con­ 
taining each 18,000 bales of cottou, in tnree com ­ 
partm ents, which are bricked off from one end of 
the buildings to the other, w ith two entranoos in 
each, to be guarded and secured by iron duors and 
shutters, m aking them pcriectly flreuro'jf. Tho 
beigut ot tiie buiiulugs la 18 feet under tbe rafters. 
Between each w arehouse will be a space of 40 
icet, which is to be roofed over with Iron girders 
and plate glass, thus giving dry yards in which tho 
processes of picking, baling and pressing tbe cot­ 
ton can be periorm ed. The bulkucad in front or 
tiie buildings i.s aUo to be roofed over w ith glaas 
and iron, as likewise the piers, thus affording fa­ 
cilities lor unloading and sliipplng cargoes a t all 
times, irrespective of w eather.
